In the police court this morning 
a number of prisonefB faced Judge 
Truxel, and the business of the 
court was expedited without any 
lengthy trial of cases. 
The wealthy resident of West 
Broadway , who was arrested yes- 
terdiy for violating the ordinance 
requiring 
property 
owners and 
tenants to clean the snow and ice 
off of their pavements, did not ap­ 
pear before Judge Truxel. 
City 
Attorney Shortridge, however, in­ 
formed the court that he had dis­ 
missed the case for good and suffi­ 
cient reasons. 
Attorney Shortridge stated that 
the citizen was anxious to obey the 
law, but had been prevented, or 
rather delayed, in having his side­ 
walks cleaned. 
After the information had been 
read to the citizen and he was re­ 
quested to appear in the police 
court this morning, he had the 
' snow immediately removed from 
bis 
walks. 
The 
city attorney , 
therefore, decided that the ends of 
the law had been accomplished and 
he dismissed the suit.

Telegrams to the St. Louis Re- 
public show that Tuesday was by 
far the coldest day of the winter 
and the coldest in several years. 
At Marshall, Mo., the mercury 
dropped to 21 degrees below zero, 
as shown by the government ther­ 
mometer, while Moberly reported 
20 degrees and Monroe City , Mo., 
19^ below. 
It was not 80 cold in the north- 
west. 
Omaha, Neb., and Topeka, 
Kas., each reported 12 below. 
Illinois reported 14 below at 
Peoria and Litchfield. 
A t Ro g ers, A rk., a n d in 
North­ 
ern Texas points the thermometer 
rested at the zero mark. 
It was 
16 above at Paducah, Ky . 
Considerable suffering is expe 
rienced among the poor in Kansas, 
where fuel is scarce, and the rail 
roads are confiscating all they need 
for the running of the roads. 
A crowd of citizens at Charles 
ton. Mo., unable to bay coal from 
the railroad, proceeded to break 
into the company ’s y ards and con­ 
fiscated a carload. 
It was all care­ 
fully weighed as it was distributed 
among the most needy* and the 
railroad company will "be paid in 
full. 
If the bitter cold does not sub­ 
side the citizens declare they will 
confiscate another carload today , as 
the coal they took was distributed 
in such small lots that it cannot 
last more than a day. 
In many sections of Missouri and 
Illinois the roads were so impass­ 
able because of scow and ice that 
the rural mail carriers did not start 
out on their routes. In other places 
where they did they were obliged 
to return. 
At Staunton, 111., three mines, 
the city electric lighting plant and 
the waterworks closed down. 
The 
roads are in such condition that it 
is impossible to get coal to the mu 
nicipal plant. 
The storm has become general 
throughout the east and southeast, 
where low temperatures have been 
reported. 
In the extreme north­ 
east and in Newfoundland, con­ 
ditions are the worst of the winter. 
In Wy oming and the northwest 
generally conditions are somewhat 
improved, ranges being swept clear 
of snow 80 that live stock can find

The rating bill was laid ov er in­ 
formally . 
The senate alum bill, amended 
by Farris, was passed by a v ote of 
19 to 14, senators opposed to the 
present law v oting against the bill. 
Senator Y oung’s bill prov iding 
that the state should pay one-half 
of the ex pense of keeping boy s at 
the 
Boonv ille 
reformatory 
was 
passed. 
Senator J ewelTs bill compelling 
street railway s to carry children 
between the ages of 6 and i6 y ears 
for half fare was passed by the 
senate. 
Representativ e Stumberg, of St. 
Charles, introduced two bills in the 
house which prov ides that bonds o 
municipal employ es shall be paic 
by the city and that bond ex penses 
shall be chargeable^ to estates by 
administrators and ex ecutors. 
Denny , of S t Louis county , in 
troduced a bill to hav e incurable 
insanity made a ground for div orce. 
A similar bill was killed in the 
senate last week. 
In the senate. Clay Heather, of 
Marion, prev ented three bills from 
passing. 
One was to repeal the 
law creating the office of pardon 
attorney , which was enacted at the 
last session at the suggestion of the 
administration.
